The 
peculations  of  this  man  have  been  going  on 
for  the  past  two  years.  For  this  length  of 
time  it  has  been  known  that  letters  passing 
through  tne  Lowell  office  and  the  office  in  this 
city  were  abstracted.  Poat-moster  Goodwin, 
of  the  former  office,  relaxed  no  efforts  to 
detect  the  thief,  but  he  failed  to  discover  any 
clue  to  the  guilty  party.  The  matter  was  finally 
taken  in  hand  by  Mr.  C.  P.  Johnson,  of  this 
city,  a  special  ageut  connected  with  the  Post- 
Ofiice  Department,  who  went  to  Lowell  oa 
Monday.  He  ascertained  that  there  were, 
three  person  in  the  office  there  who  had  unu- 
sual opportunities  for  abstracting  letters. 
Those  persons  were  closely  watched.  In  the 
course  of  evenLs  it  occurred  to  Mr.  Johnson, 
that  the  outhouse  connected  with  the  office 
might  be  the  only  place  where  letters  would 
be  token  to  lie  tampered  with.  Accordingly 
every  person  con nected  with  the  office  who 
visited  that  place  was  watched  by  Mr.  John- 
son. To  better  facilitate  his  pnrpose,  tbe 
otficer  bored  an  angur  whole  through  the 
coiling  above  in  the  outhouse,  through  which 
to  notice  unobserved  the  occupants.  Yester- 
day forenoon  Haggerty  went  into  the  out 
house  about  ten  o'clock  and  looking  through 
the  hole  Mr.  Johnson  saw  Haggerty  open  two 
letters,  as  stated  above.  Haggerty  was  im- 
mediately taken  into  custody.  He  at  first 
denied  his  guilt,  but  soon  after  confessed  to 
having  opeu«d  the  letters  which  he  brought 
from  the  office.  The  peculator  was  brought 
to  this  city,  and  yesterday  afternoon  he  was 
taken  before  United  States  Commissioner 
Hal  let  and  bound  over  iu  the  sum  of  $5,000 
for  examination  and  was  committed  to  jail  for 
wont  of  bail.  Among  the  losers  by  Haggerty's 
peculations  is  J.  C.  Ayer  A  Co.,  of  Lowell,  who 
hove  lost  numerous  small  amounts.  Thous- 
ands of  dollars  belonging  to  other  parties 
hove  also  been  abstracted  by  Haggerty 
in  smalls  sums.  Factory  girls,  too,  ore 
among  his  victims.  One  operotive  sent 
wenty-five  dotlors  abroad  and  it  was  never 
received.  Begisteved  letters  were  missed 
about  o  year  and  a  half  ago.  and  ever  since 
that  time  an  effort  has  been  made  to  appre- 
hend the  guilty  party.  Haggerty  woo  seen 
hut  week  by  another  clerk  ia  toe  office  to 
oet  very  suspiciously,  and  a  good  deal  of  im- 
portance was  attached  to  his  conduct,  and 
the  sequel  to  which  has   transpired.  The

public.  Through  the  use  of  the  "  right  of  suf- 
frage,' aa  it  is  called  by  the  people,  corrup- 
tion and  nongovernment  have  made  our  Leg- 
islature? both  State  and  national,  a  shame 
and  a  reproach ;  and  yet  ws  cauaot  protit 
by  our  experience,  and  adopt  the  only  means 
by  which  reform  can  be  secured — that  of 
wresting  political  power  from  the  ignorant 
and  vicious  mob,  whose  chosen  "  representa- 
tives" are  as  vicious,  if  not  aa  ignorant,  as 
their  constituents.  We  must  suffer  all  the 
consequences  of  the  election  of  such  men  to 
the  high  position  of  lawmakers;  we  must 
give  full  away  to  the  will  of  au  ignoraul  and 
irresponsible  majority,  or  choose  tba  ouly 
alternative— that  of  a  strong  aud  indexible 
Imperialism,  which  shall  trample  uuder  foot 
the  false  and  dangerous  dogmas  of  popular 
-overeignty  and  equality,  and  concentrate 
in  itself  all  rights  and  powers. 

In  availing  ourselves  of  this  means  of  es- 
cape from  the  evils  of  Democracy,  we  are 
choosing  the  leaser  of  the  two  evils.  Wt»  do 
not  claim  that  an  Imperialism  could  be  estab- 
lished on  the  ruins  Democracy,  that  should 
be  wholly  without  fault.  Perfection  ia  aot 
an  attribute  ot  human  nature,  nor  can  wa  ex- 
pert to  find  it  an  attribute  of  any  form  of 
human  government.  But  that  au  intelligent 
Imperialism  would  iusure  us  peace,  prosper- 
ity and  security,  instead  of  the  corruption  aud 
misrule  that  now  characterize  the  govern- 
ment of  the  eountry  we  do  not  doubt  for  a 
moment.  No  change  from  the  present  con < 
dititiou  of  u Hairs  in  our  unhappy  country 
eoBld  be  a  change  for  the  worse,  and  to  sub- 
Btixuta  a  linn  central  government  for  the 
ireaapoaaibla  and  despotic  mob-rule  which 
g.cB  controls  the  destinies  of  the  nation, 
would  be  to  give  our  country  that  which  it 
n.-ver  yet  haa  had — a  government  werthy  of 
the  name.  No  intelligent  man,  whose  preju 
dices  do  not  idind  his  eye*  to  the  truth,  can

and  progress,  only  under  the  cgis  of  those 
political  principle*  adopted  as  the  foundation 
of  our  government  and  the  corner-stones  of 
its  institutions,  and  that,  under  the  iutiueace 
of  democracy  only,  could  a  nation  snjoy  iu 
ternitl  peace  and  domestic  trauquilitj.  As 
to  the  capacity  of  the  people  to  govern,  no 
one  questioned  it  fora  moment;  it  waa  assumed 
us  a  mutter  of  course,  and  the  right  of  self- 
gov-rniiient  flowed  as  a  necessary  conae- 
q  lence  f to m  that  assumed  capacity.  All 
ibis  was  plausible  enough,  and  as  these  he 
lions  were  agreeable  to  the  sense  of  the  peo 
pie,  few  were  disposed  to  question  or  i  antra 
diet  them.  But  experience  haa  shows  that 
the  „  ial  condition  of  thia  country,  more 
than  all  others  in  the  world,  is  expoaed  to 
perturbations  from  itaowu  organic  principles, 
ami  tluil  our  (io\eriiment  possesses  in  itaelt 
in -libci  the  elements  of  security  uor  ol  per- 
peluilj.  lua lead  of  peace  we  hava  au  uuio- 
termpted  war  ol  parties  from  the  first,  break- 
ing into  active  hostilities  at  the  periodical 
recurrence  of  our  national  and  Stats  elec- 
tions, and  ouly  temporarily  allayed  duriug 
the  intervals  to  gather  strength  for  a  tiercer 
uH,i.-ak  when  a  new  opportunity  offered. 
Instead  or  aecurity  we  have  witnessed  deter 
mined  and  persistent  rebellion  againat  the 
Government,  which  neither  has  been  nor  can 
be  BBolb  auppressed,  which  still  threateua  to 
eftert  the  dismemberment  of  the  Union,  in 
no  reapei  I  l^b  demo<  rat  >  tul$llr4  the  prom 
lag  of  it*  yoath,  while,  ou  the  other  hand,  it 
bus  prevented  the  attainment  of  those  end* 
by  any  other  tneaua.  "  Wbeu,  ig 
MB***  of  events,  any  doctrine 
tile  to  the  purposes  it  wi 
it  is  evidently  done  with ;  its  and,  or  the  cloae 
iif  its  activity,  ia  near." 

That  the  government  of  the  United  Statoe 
is  as  thoroughly  rorrupt  aa  tba  skillful  vil- 
lain) t.f  knaves,  swindlers,  and  thieves, 
plarad  in  othe«  by  the  will  of  the  people,  ean 
make  il.  is  a  fact  that  none  can  deny ;  that 
we  have  reached  a  crisis  in  our  uaBonal 
affairs  when  the  establishment  of  a  pure, 
strong,  central  government  is  esseutial  to  the 
perpetuity  of  uur  uatioaai  lita  is  equally  ap- 
parent. The  only  question  to  be  decided  is, 
how  csn  this  change  be  effected  I  The  people 
will  uot  do  it,  for  they  cannot  he  impressed 
with  a  just  appreciation  of  its  necessity,  nor 
will  they  rouse  themselves  to  that  effort  We

however,  democracy  has  proved  a  failure  ;  it 
hits  beau  weighed  in  the  balance  and  found 
wanting,  and  iu  the  interests  of  the  people 
we  demand  that  it  shall  uo  ioager  be  pet  mil 
led  m  bang  like  a  will-stone  round  the  neck 
of  the  nation,  pruatraUug  its  energies  aud 
hindeiing  „s  progress.

In  a  certain  poverty  and  awkwardness  of 
diction  it  ia  faithful  to  the  original,  which 
was  evidently  not  intended  tor  publication 

onee  more  seeing  my  fathar  in  thia  life  has 
made  me  attempt  the  noblest  undertaking 
that  I  have  ever  attempud,  and  for  which  I 
needed  more  Crmuesa  and  courage  than  at 
Strasbourg  aud  Boulogne,  for  I  was  resolved 
not  to^'eudure  the  ridicule  that  fastens  on 
those  wbo  are  arrested  under  a  disguise,  and 
failure  would  have  been  no  longer  endur 
able.  But  to  Vorae  to  the  particulars  of  my 
escape. 

You  know  the  ford  was  guarded  by  t  >nr 
hundred  men,  wh<i  furnished  a  daily  guard  of 
sixty  soldiers,  who  were  on  duly  wiihiu  and 
without  the  fort.  Furthermore,  the  door  of 
the  prison  was  guarded  by  three  jailors,  two 
of  whom  were  always  on  duty.  Il 
sary,  therefore,  in  the  first 
tween  them,  then  to  traverse 
before  the  windows  of  the  commandant  ;  hav- 
ing reached  there,  it  waa  neceasary  to  pasa 
through  ihe  gate  where  were  au  orderly  and 
a  sergeant,  a  gate-keeper,  a  sentinel,  and 
finally,  a  host  of  thirty  men. 

Not  having  been  willing  to  establish  any 
communication  (with  a  corruptible  jailor  or 
so,. i  a  disgaiae  waa,  of  couise,  neceasary. 
Now  as  several  rooms  of  the  building  I  in- 
habited were  undergoing  repairs,  it  was  easy 
to  take  the  eoatume  of  a  workman.  My  good 
aud  faithful  Charles  Thelin  procured  ahlouse 
and  wooden  shoes.  1  cut  off  my  mustache 
aud  took  a  board  on  ray  shoulders. 

Monday  morning  I  saw  the  workmen  come 
in  at  t>i  o'clock.  When  they  were  at  work 
Charles  took  some  drink  to  them  in  a  room, 
so  as  to  get  them  out  of  my  way,  he  was  also 
to  call  one  keeper  up  staira,  while  tlie  Doctor 
was  talking  with  the  others 

Meanwhile,  I  was  hardly  out  of  my  room 
when  I  was  accosted  by  a  workman  who  fol- 
lowed iae,  taking  me  for  one  of  his  comrade*: 
at  the  foot  of  the  Htair-case  I  found  myself 
front  U)  front  with  a  keeper.  Luckily  I  put 
tha  board  before  his  face  and  reached  the 
court  always  holding  the  board  between  my- 
self and  the  sentinel  and  those  whom  1  met. 

When  passing  before  the  Grit  sentiuel  I  let 
fall  my  pipe,  but  I  stopped  to  pick  tip  the 
pieces.  Then  1  met  the  officer  of  the  guard, 
but  he  was  reading  a  letter  and  did  not  notb  ■ 
me.  The  soldiers  of  the  post  at  the  gate 
seemed  to  wonder  at  my  dress;  the  drummer 
in  particular  turned  several  times  to  look. 

Meanwhile  the  orderlies  opened  the  door 
and  I  found  myself  outside  the  fortress ;  there 
1  met  two  workmen,  who  were  coming  to 
ward  me,  and  booked  at  me  attentively.  1 
then  turned  the  hoard  on  their  side,  hut  they 
appeared  so  inquisitive  that  I  thought  I 
eonld  not  escape  them,  when  I  heard  them 
exclaim. 
"Oh!  It  is  Berthoud." 
Once  on  the  outside,  I  walked  rapidly  to- 
ward the  Saiut  Queutin  road. 

A  little  later  Charles,  who  had  engaged  a 
carriage  for  hima«lf  the  proceeding  day,  over 
took  me,  and  we  reached  Saint  Quentin. 

I  passetl  through  the  town  on  foot,  after 
taking  off  ray  blouse. 

Charles  had  pnamred  a  post-carriage,  un- 
der pretense  ot  going  to  the  races  at  ('ambrnl. 

We  reached  Valenciennes  without  difficulty, 
where  I  took  the  railway. 

I  had  obtained  a  Belgian  pasaport,  but  it 
haa  nowhere  been  asked  for.  During  this 
time  Coauensi,  always  so  devoted,  remained 
in  prison,  and  gave  out  that  I  was  ill,  so  as  to 
give  me  time  to  reach  the  frontier. 

I  hope  be  will  uot  have  Wu  ill-treated, 
that  would  be,  as  you  may  suppose,  a  great 
grief  for  me. 

But,  my  dear  Mr.  Degeorge,  if  I  experienc- 
ed a  lively  sentiment  of  joy  when  I  fonud  my- 
self outside  the  fortress,  I  was  very  sadly  im- 
pressed on  pushing  the  frontier  ,  the  certainty 
that  the  Govern  merit  would  uot  set  me  at  lib- 
erty, unless  I  consented  to  diahouor  myself, 
was  Beeassary  to  decide  me  to  quit  France  , 
finally,  it  was  necessary  that  I  should  be  urg- 
ed to  thia  step  by  the  desire  of  trying  all 
means  to  console  my  father  in  his  old  age. 
Adien,  ray  dear  Mr.  Degeorge  Although 
free,  1  feel  myself  very  unfortunate.  Be  as- 
sured of  my  warm  friendship,  and,  if  you  cau, 
try  to  be  useful  to  my  good  Connean.

?rn£  facta  connected  with  the  forgery  of  the 
firm  name  Jay  Cooke  t  Co.  on  ehecka 
amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  926,0410,  are 
very  singular,  and  will  probably  lead  to  in- 
teresting litigation.  The  officers  of  the  hank 
of  the  State  of  New  York  allege  that  they 
are  not  forgeries,  while  day  Cooke  £  Co.  aa 
firmly  aaeert  that  they  are  forgeries.  Tha 
latter  alao  say  that  the  hank  paid  checks  of 
dnplicate  numbers,  and  that  after  bank  honra. 
The  man  who  printed  the  blank  checks  was 
sent  for  and  a -number  of  cheeks  shown  to 
him.  He  immediately  threw  out  the  forged 
checka  and  said  they  had  not  been  printed 
by  him,  nor  in  hia  office.  Thia,  it  is  said,  oc 
eurred  before  Jay  Cooke  A  Co.  denied  the 
genniueneas  of  the  checks.  It  is  alao  aaid 
that  the  paying  teller  of  the  hank  had  previ 
ously  made  an  agreement  with  the  firm  not 
to  pay  cash  on  any  check  for  over  $0,001), 
while  three  of  the  forged  checks  which  were 
cashed  exceeded  that  amount.  It  ia  now  fear 
cd  that  the  man  who  haa  been  identified  aa 
the  person  who  passed  on*  of  the  forged 
cheeks  will  eacape,  owing  to  the  reluctance  of 
the  hank  and  the  firm  to  incur  the  responsi 
hility  for  the  cheeks  by  proaeeuting  him.

but  for  all  that,  on  ihe  ( -iilia question  and  the 
Alal.aina  claims  there  is  n  smell  of  gunpow- 
der which  to  Young  America  is  positively 
i cfi esbiiig.  In  fai  l,  the  great  u»i-ss  of  this 
people  no  more  want  peace  nt  any  price  with 
John  Bull  oi  the  Spaniard  than  they  wanted 
it  ou  such  terms  with  JefT.  Davis.  Tbe  peace 
which  General  Oram  wants  is  pence  among 
ourselves,  peawe  between  the  two  late  belli- 
gerent sections,  peace  iu  ihcSouth,  peace  be- 
tween whites  and  blacks,  peace  with  the  wo- 
men a  rights  women,  peace  with  Congress  and 
the  office  seekers,  no  matter  who  may  lie  the 
j  office-holder.-:  or  what  may  be  their  claims, 
I aer«i£M.  or  uaelulues„,  or  what  may  become 
'  of  them  A  general  clearing  out  will  at  all 
events  settle  this  business,  aud  so  a  general 
clearing  out  is  going  on. 

"  The  new  broom  sweeps  clean' — almost 
too  clean  We  never  had  anything  like  it  be* 
lore,  nor  behind  either.  Rotation  in  office  as 
established  under  General  Jacksou  was  to 
rotate  tbe  adherents  of  the  defeated  party  out 
and  the  victors  in,  oo  the  rule  that  "  to  tbe 
victors  beleng  the  .spoils  "  Now  the  new  law 
of  rotation  sweeps  out  Grant  men,  Johnson 
men,  and  Seymour  men,  radicals,  conserva- 
tives and  copperheads:  and  good  services, 
experience  and  qualifications  seem  to  go  for 
nothing  with  the  persons  going  out  or  the 
parties  coming  in.  Crippled  Union  soldiers, 
with  the  followers  of  Andy  Johnson,  and  rebel 
confederates  and  peace  democrats,  and  help- 
less women  by  the  score,  are  carried  off  to  the 
guillotine  and  sacrificed  to  a  sum  total  of  two 
or  three  hundred  every  day.  The  grand  idea 
with  General  Grant,  they  say,  ii  to  Hear  ont 
everything  and  fill  every  place  with  some  new 
appointment,  so  that  when  there  is  not  an 
office  left  to  squabble  about  he  will  surely 
have  peace."

By  this  process  a  startling  catalogue  of  all 
sorts  mt  appointment* — grtod.  bad,  or  indiffer- 
ent— is  sent  up  every  day,  «ud  with  an  occa- 
sional sop  lo  this,  that,  aud  iLe  other  Senator, 
they  are  confirmed  as  if  they  were  run  through 
by  a  steam  engine  The  ofiir-e-seekers  are 
astounded  at  this  rapid  work,  and  every  day 
a  i,.  .. v y  batch  of  places  being  disposed  of, 
evvry  day  a  heavy  detachment  of  disappointed 
.  ai pet  baggers,  cursing  aud  sweariag,  evacu- 
ate Washington.  This  likewise  isa  new  thing; 
bug  in  clearing  out  these  fellows  it  begins  to 
1-K.k  like  "peace"  around  the  While  House 
Occasionally,  however,  in  some  nomination 
the  President  treads  upon  the  corns  of  a  high 
a i ol  mighty  Senator,  and  them  there  is  a  speck 
of  war  Take  the  ease  of  Sefiator  Ross  His 
candidate  for  postmaster  of  ijawreuce.  Kan- 
sat,  did  not  happen  to  be  the  first  pull  from 
:he  hat,  ami  so  Rosw  went  to  the  White  House 
and  roundly  lectured  the  he*d  of  the  na- 
tion for  presuming  to  ignore  "the  man  of 
Ross,"  and  finally  told  the  astonished  foun- 
tain of  patronage  to  go  to  Halifax.  Nor  was 
this  all,  for  when  Grant's  man  for  said  post 
office  was  sent  into  the  Senate.  Mr.  Ross 
said,  "This  is  not  my  man,  aud  I  demand  his 
rejection;  and  he  was  rejected.  Senator 
Brownlow  made  the  same  demand  with  the 
same  result  The  personal  wishes,  therefore, 
of  any  republican  Senator,  even  if  "one  of 
tbe  immortal  seven,  are  a  law  of  the  Senate 
which  the  President  mutt  respect  in  reference 
to  any  special  office,  although  no  such  requi- 
sition can  be  found  in  the  new  tenure  of-otiice 
law. 

How  is  all  this  to  end?  We  cannot  conjec- 
ture, but,  alter  all.  it  doesn  t  look  much  like 
"peace."  So  far  as  tbe  several  factions,  sec- 
tions, and  races  which  make  up  the  republi- 
can party  arc  concerned,  they  have  no  right 
to  complain.  For  instance,  a  radical  is  made 
Seecretary  of  the  Treasury,  a  conservative 
Secretary  of  Slate,  a  reconstructed  rebel  gen- 
eral is  made  Governor  of  New  Mexico,  nu- 
merous women  are  made  postmasters,  as 
they  are  officially  called,  an  Indian  is  made 
commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs,  a  nigger  is 
made  Minister  to  Hayti,  and  another  Minister 
to  Liberia.  A  Chinaman  or  two  as  consuls  to 
the  Central  Flowery  Kingdom  would  make 
the  thing  complete  iu  regard  to  races — white 
yellow,  red.  and  black.  Still  we  cannot  pos- 
itively say  that  all  this  will  give  us  peace  in 
regard  to  the  spoilt,  or  in  the  matter  of  re- 
trenchment, economy  or  reform.  The  sore 
heads  threuten  a  mutiny  in  tbe  camp,  and 
some  of  the  lucky  ones  on  a  reconsideration 
have  been  thrown  out.  Upon  the  whole,  io 
Iiu-  proportion  which  the  candidates  bear  to 
the  often  will  be  tbe  disappoiutmeni*  and 
wrath  in  the  party  line.  Unless,  therefore, 
General  Grant  shall  iu  the  interval  strike  for 
a  higher  game,  than  the  division  of  the  spoils 
the  result  of  the  coming  eleetiou,  we  fear, 
will  not  U  very  gatlering  to  tbe  administra-

The  amount  of  gold  there  stored  is  the  meas- 
ure of  the  currency,  which  cannot  be  increased 
at  quarterly  periods  unless  gold  has  increased, 
while.  aB  has  been  the  case  in  the  present 
week,  if  gold  be  taken  out  for  international 
purposes,  the  currency  must  be  contracted  at 
the  very  time  when  the  quarterly  demands 
press  most  heavily  upon  the  resources  of  the 
bank.  The  miserable  matter  of  an  export  of 
$300,001)  or  to  to  New  York,  coming  coinci- 
dently  with  a  greater  demand  for  mouey  for 
temporary  purposes,  has  made  a  general  dis- 
turbance of  values  and  shaken  the  confidence 
of  the  commercial  community.  If  this  were 
the  consequence  of  a  law  of  nature,  or  of 
laws  of  economy  equally  immutable,  we 
should  have  no  resource  but  to  grin  and  bear 
it.  Instead,  however,  of  being  accumulated 
according  to  a  law  of  political  economy,  our 
stores  of  gold  are  regulated  by  a  law  of  Peel, 
which  ought  to  have  no  oiber  sanctity  than 
its  own  merit.  We  are  aware,  however,  that 
very  many  persons  regard  the  law  of  Peel  as 
something  ao  transcendent  in  its  wisdom  as 
to  be  iucapable  of  improvement,  and,  in  short, 
to  constitute  the  very  gospel  of  finance.  We 
vent ure  to  believe  that  it  could  be  improved, 
and  improved  in  such  a  manner  as  to  add  im- 
mensely to  the  stock  of  gold  in  the  bank  of 
England,  so  as  to  lead  to  greater  equilibriums 
in  the  rates  of  discount.  The  stock  of  gold 
in  the  bank  vaults  at  the  present  uioinenf, 
and  even  at  the  highest  point  of  the  late  ac- 
cumulation, compared  with  our  enormous 
commerce,  is  small.  On  Wednesday  eveniug 
latt,  when  the  bank  return  was  made  up,  the 
stock  of  bullion  and  coin  iu  both  departments 
was,  in  round  numbers,  £\ 7 to00,00lf.  Now, 
the  transactions  which  passed  the  Clearing 
House  on  tbe  same  day  amounted  to  £25..r»C2,- 
000,  and  for  tbe  week,  which  was  short  of  the 
usual  number  of  business  days)  £G9, 104,000. 

If  we  had  not  managed  by  artificial  means 
to  do  without  mouey  in  the  settlement  of  trans 
actions,  the  whole  gold  iu  the  Bank  of  Fngland 
would  not  have  Seen  sufficient  for  the  wants 
of  the  single  day  we  have  quoted.  The  Bank 
of  France,  by  various  means,  has  managed  to 
obtain  possession  of  more  lhan  double  the 
amount  of  gold  which  the  Bank  of  Knglatul 
poetesses,  and  the  result  has  been  a  remarka- 
ble steadiness  in  tbe  rale  of  discount  in  that 
country  as  compared  wit  h  Fngland  Suppose 
the  amount  of  gold  in  the  Bank  of  Fngland 
stood  at  £40,000,000  i u  place  of  £17.;»00,000, 
the  little  transaction  the  olher  day  of  sending 
coins  to  America  could  not  possibly  have 
created  the  enormous  sensation  of  adding  one 
per  cent  to  the  rate  of  discount  and  depressing 
the  value  of  securities'.  The  thought  of  add- 
ing very  largely  to  the  gold  in  the  Bank  of 
England  ought  to  be  particularly  grateful  to 
all  who  uphold  tbe  Bank  act,  for  its  principle 
is  to  maintain  a  bullion  basis,  and  a  bullion 
basis  is  not  only  theoret  ically  just,  but  it  is 
the  only  basis  which  the  worid  acknowledges, 
and  tbe  estimate  of  the  whole  world  will  pre 
vail,  we  may  be  assured,  against  the  theory 
of  auy  individual.

This 
continued  more  or  less  for  two  days,  and  then 
the  tky  cleared  and  the  sun  shone  out  as  j 
bright  ns  ever,  hut  on  I  while  world,  and  we 
are  told  that  winter  had  arrived,  and  that  the 
snow  waa  down  for  the  year.

In  crmcludiug  I  wish  especially  to  urge  the 
impofsaaee  of  mowing  planter  aoou  after  seed- 
ing. A 'bushel  to  the  acre  often  doubles  the 
crop  of  elorer,  ami  believe  there  are  few  sec- 
tions where  it  won't  pay  cost  ,  and  often  many 
times  over  ou  all  grasses.

There  is  more  in  this  than  appears  at  first 
hight,  and  I  think  that  money  is  made  by  al- 
ways attending  to  it.  in  the  first  place,  put 
good  dislauce  apart.  I  set  mine 
feet  Iroiu  each  other  iu  the  rows, 
ws  IS  feet  apart ,  this  gives  a  good 
work  at  any  hive  without  disturb 
her?,  and  you  ran  also  wr.lk  about 
and  uot  l»e  in  tbe  l*ees  way.  My 
are  cleats  I  by  4  inches,  and 
,  it  j£  the  handle..:  place 
»nd  aa  well  as  if  raised  higher.  The  hive  is 
protected  "from  tun  and  rain  by  a  piece  of 
wide  ihterd  on  top,  kept  in  place  by  a  atone. 
You  can  now  take  a.  hire  apart,  take  off  sur 
plua  teaay  boxed,  or  make  artificial  swarms, 
and  not  disturb  any  other  hive ;  whereas,  if 
set  ctett  aagatter,  you  might  be  bothered  by 
half  a  dozen  other  awarmf,  and  once  irritated 
ttey  recollect  it  for  some  time.  Then  1  find 
it  a  goad  plaa  to  use  smoke  to  keep  tbe  hire 
qniet  while  at  work  at  it,  almost  anything 
answers — cobs,  or  fine  chips  or  rotten  wood ; 
late  a  aaaall  kettle  or  other  dish,  make  a 
s>,  gire  them  eoine  before  you  com- 
;  aaj  feme  after  when  seeded  to  1 
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keep  their  temper  down.  In  taking  fjll  bolus 
a  very  little  will  answer,  by  raising  Hit  bo-, 
a  little  and  blowing  it  under.  There  is  no 
necessity  of  learning  to  smoke  or  use  tobacco, 
though  they  will  be  quiet  longer  by  usitig  to 
bscco  smoke ;  but  where  you  have  plenty  of 
tbe  other  docs  well  enough. 

In  taking  off  boxes,  I  take  a  bottom  board 
snd  set  it  at  oue  side  of  the  hive  even  with 
the  front :  either  turn  the  boxes  bottom  upo« 


with  a  box  or  bee-hire  cap,  with  a  small  notch 
in  the  underside  for  the  bees  to  get  out  at ; 
they  will  run  back  to  their  hive  without  fly- 
ing. By  observing  closely  you  will  find  that 
bees  seldom  fly  till  they  are  twelve  days  old, 
consequently,  if  the  bo:  is  carried  far,  mauy 
bees  will  never  get  back  to  their  own  hive, 
even  if  they  do  fly.  By  this  plan,  if  you  take 
off  the  boxes  in  the  morning,  most  of  the  bees 
will  be  out  by  two  o  clock,  and  all 
(juicily,  aud  they  keep 
I  once  had  a  swarm  that  iu  the  beat  of  the 
season  gave  me  a  twelve  pound  bo*  full  every 
two  days ;  I  keep  six  on  at  a  time. 

In  taking  off  the  last  boxes  after  the  supply 
of  honey  has  failed,  a  slot  should  be  used 
over  the  slit  or  notch  where  the  bees  come 
out,  to  prevent  any  returning.  1  have  made 
several  kinds,  and  find  hut  one  that  ia  per- 
fect ;  with  it  not  a  bee  can  get  back.  I  could 
not  describe  it  plainly  without  a  drawing. 

By  managing  in  this  way  my  bees  are  al- 
ways good  natured,  and  even  a  stranger 
can  walk  about  the  yard  and  not  get  stung. 
Also  I  am  not  obliged  to  use  a  protector  of 
teu— only  once  the  past  season— and  I  usual 
ly  have  my  shirt  sleeves  rolled  up  when  hiv- 
ing swarms.  There  ia  once  in  a  while  a  very 
cross  swarm  in 
count  for  it. 
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Now,  sir,  whatever  is  offered  iu  this  regard 
brings  out,  as  once  before,  intimations  here 
on  this  floor  trom  a  certain  quarter  that  there 
is  something  wrong,  something  sinister, some 
concealed  interested  motive  in  what  we  have 
done.  Some  minds  are  so  diseased  by  cor 
ruption  that  they  can  not  comprehend  hou- 
esty  of  purpose  in  anybody  else.  I  thank 
God  I  am  not  so  couttituted.  I  should  aus 
pect  myself  if  I  so  always  suspected  others. 
Then  again,  some  persons  make  their  charges 
openly  and  boldly,  and  thus  deserve  some 
credit  for  candor  aud  nianfulness  at  least, 
though  tbeir  statements  may  be  false.  Others 
insinuate  their  lies  and  slander  by  inuendo, 
aud  thus  add  cowardice  to  falsehood.  I  care 
uothing  for  such  meu.  For  such  meanness  I 
can  give  back  uothing  but  acorn.  When  we 
stand  here  proposing  tbe  best  arrangement 
that  the  gentleman  composing  this  commit 
tee  of  conference,  certainly  the  peers  of  any 
here,  three  Senators  and  three  Representa- 
tives could  make  under  tbe  circumstances,  it 
is  far  the  House  to  say  whether  it  will  ac- 
cept or  reject  their  report. 

Mr.  Logan— I  ask  the  gentleman  from 
Ohio  whether  he  will  allow  me  to  ask  him  a 
question? 

Mr  Schenck -Certainly. 

Mr.  Ix)gan— I  have  no  feeling  of  unkind 
ness  for  the  gentleman  from  Ohio,  and  I  trust 
he  has  none  toward  me.  but  I  wish  to  ask  him 
whether  he  alludes  to  me  when  he  says  there 
are  men  here  who  insinuate  lies  and  add  cow- 
ardice to  falsehood. 

Mr.  Schenck — No  sir  ;  not  to  you. 

Mr.  Butler,  of  Massachusetts  —I  desire  to 
ask  the  gentleman  from  Ohio,  whether  it  was 
not  the  saving  of  tbe  Pharisee.  1  thank  God 
I  am  not  as  other  men  are?  ' 

Mr  Schenck— I  Uiink  it  possible.  Anything 
hypocrisy  may  have  to  utter  is,  I  have  no 
doubt,  familiar  to  the  member  from  Massachu- 
setts, whatever  form  it  may  take. 

Now,  sir,  I  have  no  further  duty  to  dis- 
cbarge ou  my  part  except  to  submit  this  re- 
port for  the  action  of  the  House,  and  iu  sub- 
mitting it  to  say  that  so  far  as  either  by  insin- 
uation or  by  any  more  direct  statement,  now 
or  heretofore,  imputations  are  attempted  to
